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Although it Is nol generally known 
by the most of us our New England 
ancestors frowned tin any riotous 
celebration of ChrlKimas. but were 
alroDg for the celebration, or rather 
Ihe proper observance of the Thanks- 
giving a^son. In an int«treBllDg 
story on "Life In the Colonial Days," 
In the current issue of the National 
Republic, Mr H O Bishop aays on 
the subject of holiday observance 

"Some of the customs of the early 
colonists are passing strange lo (he 
present generation. Before learini 
England they had liecame diaguated 
with the melhud in vogue of cele- 
brating Christmas and therefore for 
years wouiri not celebrate it at all In 
Massachusetts They bitterly refer- 
red to the old country celebration as 
'wanton Bacchanallian Cbrlaimaaaei 
spent in revelling, dicing, masking, 
tnummlng. consumed In compoiallons, 
ill Interludes, in excess ot wine. In 
luad mirth.' 

"The first Christmas lu Massacbii- 
t-etts was spent at hard lalHir The 
record aays: 'Ye 2& day ttegane to 
erect ye flrat house for someone uae 
to receive Ihein and their goods. ' 

"The following Christmas some 
new arrivals told ihe governor It 
wcni against their consciences to 
work on Christmas. He excused 
them But. later In the day, when he 
found ttieiii baviug a lui of fun play- 
ing 'pilch the bar' and 'siool-baii' lu 
the middle of Ihe street, he laconical- 
ly informed them that it hurls his 
conscience to see them play whib- 
others were working, and ordered 
I hem to i|ult. 

"By 1659 thty were so hitler 
UKalnsl the English forii) of Christ- 
mas that they provided a flue of flvu 
shillings for any person obser^-ing It 
as a holiday by feasting or nol work- 
ing The idea of this was lo 'beaie 
down every sprout of Kpiscopacle.' 

It was nol until the Church of Eng- 
Ifttiil, some years ialer, established 
Christmas services that Ibis bitter op 
|iiiMlilun tiegan lo lessen, 

"Thanksgiving celebrations were 
differeni. The Pilgrims were highly 
in favor ol I hem right from the start 
Kdwurd Winsliiw, writing lo a friend 
Iti England, Ih-cember 1. said
